After a coiiBtillatloii at llie .MnKiii- 
lev home hy Dr. 'E. ^. Porlmaii, fain- 
llv physician of Mtik^tleKlnley, and 
•Dr. J. R. Eymann, eaperlntendent of 
the Mamlllon State hoapital, pbysic- 
lans of wide reputation, a atatement 
wai lasaed that tkMv were no indl- 
■ oatlou that «ra. jiCoKinley oould 
long rarvtire the attack of apoplexy 
. from which ahc la aMSering. The doe- 
tor* say, however, that they thiak 
disselatioa will not come for • day 
or tw«. 

Mrs. McKluley is In a oomatoao 
ooadltlon and it is sUted that there 
are no grovads for hope of a better 
turn. It Is announced that surgeon 
General RIsey by special railway ar- 
'rangement will reach here today. 

Telegrams from all parts of the 
oeuBtrr have been pouring into can- 
ton anztonsly inquiring as to Mm. 
McKlnley's corditioti and evincing 
widespread sorrow over the announce 
njpiit of hi'i- critical iHness. 

Mr.s. .McKlnley has been ill nearly 
all winter, having stilfered a severe 
attack of grip Kome months ago fol- 
lowed latw hy hronehltts. Physiciane 
say that In her weak(>ned condition 
She was an easy victim to the dis- 
ease with which she Wa» rtrlBkea to- 
day. 

Xeariac SlstietJi Birthday. 

She is nearlng her Blxtleth birth- 
day and as is well known thai she 
bait long been In feeble health. Mrs. 
McKinley gave up knitting recently 
and this was taken as an Indication 
that her hold npon life was slight, 
as ever since the tragic death of her 
husband she has found solace in knit- 
ting slippers for friends and invalids. 

Of late Mrs. IfoKinley has been 
obliged to keep clow within doors, 
but ttefere that she was ia the habit 
of taking daily walks and of riding 
to the cemetery with (lowers to idace 
upon the casket which contains the 
body of her late husband. 

Dr Port mail after his vielt to the 
McKinley honie at 11 o'clock an- 
nounced that he found a change for 
the better In Mrs. McKinley'B coniil- 
tlon. She was then in a soml-con- 
srlouH condition. When Kpokcn to 
she opened h«'r eyes sIlKhtiy. Dr. 
Portman. however, said the rhango 
was not Btich as would lend him to 
expect any great Improvement, neith- 
er did he think a tiitul liini cniild be 
expected bejore morntug. He regar.l- 
ed her condition as satlsfaciory an 
Conld be expected under the circum- 
stances but at the same time could 
predict only a survival of a few days 
at the most. Judging from the present 
state of the patient. 

All Canton Mourns. 

The feeling of mourning In Canton 
over Mrs. MoiKlnley's condition is 
only second to that whieh was exhib- 
ited during the few days that preced- 
ed the death of her lamented hus- 
bsnd.

Moral induenio on public opinion 
seems to have been the motive in the 
request to the m hool lioard last night 
from the striking carpenter.s in the 
city, that In the ere<tion of the new 
Kchool buildings, only union lalmr be 
employed. This request tame in the 
form of a motion by President List, 
who moved that the motion to ac- 
cept the plana for the new buildlng<i 
be amended hy the specification that 
only union labor be employed In 
their erection. Half of the board was 
taken I onipl.'tely by snrpriso hy the 
niotion AMer strong speeches from 
m.isi of the trustees. President List 
withdrew !ii~ motion. The yian of 
other trusters to glia tfe* atrlkiag 
arpeiiters the monU Isteaaoa of 
the school boMd, by making the mo- 
tion read, "t» favor nslon labor so 
far as practicable, "waa not carried 
out, 

without any ado. President List, 
toward the end of the meeting, callel 
Vice-President Potter to the chair, 
and made the motion that only union 
labor be employed. Visibly, a rippla 
of surprise, characterised here b^ 
opposition and there by approval, raa 
around the board. Not since the 
meetings last summer when the Eng- 
lish position was a bone of conten- 
tion, was the atmosphere of the 
school board meeting electrified as It 
waa thia motion. Trnataes arose in 
quick succcasion to express their 
oplnioBs and some of ° them were 
sharp, while all condemned the mo- 
tion as it was stated. 

Trustee Beckenback following 
President 1,1st said he could not fa- 
vor the motion bsc^Miie be did not be- 
lieve it waa legal, but that if it waa 
qualified to mean that so far as prac* 
ticabia union labor woold bo approv- 
ed Ih the erection of the buildings by 
the aebool board, ha would secoad 
the motion. Trustee Kelly said that a 
committee of the carpenter's union 
had called on him to request him to 
use his Influenea in paMag tho mo- 
tion, but that ha bad toM th«v that 
be did not believe the Idea was either 
legal or Just. So far as he waa able, 
he said he would gladly land his in- 
fluence to them, but did not see hoar 
their idea could he eaecated other 
than hy getting the oontMet through 
the lowest bid. Speaking to tho 
board, he said he did aot think over 
three blda would be received K the 
motion was adopted.

Counlry Works at a Gainful Pursuit 



V\ a.shlnKton. May 24. — ^The censsa 
bureau has just Issued a report, sfiow 
InK that In the United States, esolu- 
sive of Alaska, Hawaii and other out- 
lying territories, there are 4,833,6^0 
women at work. Tile toUI numbe^ 
of women l-e years of age and orer la 
continental United States in 190<l 
was 23,4ft6,559, Which makes one 
woman in every live a hreadwlnner. 
Of the number reported ao divorced, 
M.a per oeqt. were supporting them- 



selve*< whe^iy or Ui part 1>y thisir own 
earaings. It has been suggeeted 
that the increase of divorce ia partly 
Sttributable to thte more independent 
economic position of women. 

Domestic service, notwithstanding 
tiM Increased diversity of employ- 
mente for women, remains the most 
imi^rtant of the occupations, almost 
one-fourth of. those reported as en.- 
Ka^'i'd In RHlnful pursuits being re- 
turned as servants. 

The census shows that five females 



were employed as pilots; that on 
steam railroads 10 were employed at 
baggagemen, 31 as brakemen, 7 aa 
conductors, 4u as enkineers and fire- 
men and :i6 as switchmen, yardmen 
and flagmen; that 43 were parriage 
and hack drivers, 8 ship carpenters, 
aad 3 roofers aoff Sliteve; that 186 
were returned as blacksmiths and 
508 as machinists; that 8 were boiler 
makers, 31 were charcoal, coke and 
lime baraera and 11 were well borers.

A 
poll of 1h« "<ii'ganli4'tloti riibWif IMkt 
IHI per cent favor rerision. while 30 
per cent favor a "hands off" policy. 
The latter may well be classified as 
revtsionlsU, deterrsd by expediency 
There are Caw people in thla ccran^ 
try, who do not belleva the DIngley 
tariff achedalea should ha ravisad. 
There are still (ewer, who baHava In 
trae trade. It Is this differaace, which 
compllcatea the altaatioa. Did the 
Dlngley tariff stand far the ultimate 
possibility of the doctrine of protec- 
tive tariff and was free .trade the only 
alternative, the tariff problem would 
he easy at solution. 

But this country Is wedded to the 
doctrine of protective tariff. We 
have prospered too long and too well 
under its beneficent ministration, not 
to realize the force of reasoniiig, that 
"the proof of the pudding is In the 
eating." Fine spun theories count for 
nothing In the light of tha axperl 
euce uuder the Clevelaad a4inlaistra 
tlon, and the sobsequent rstam of 
industrial prosperity when the tariff 
was rsstored. 

The very demonstration of the fact 
that the Dlngley schedules were 
adapted to suit the oondltioos en- 
countered at the time they were 
adopted, indicates that these same 
achednlaa should ha raised or lower 
ad frMn time to time to eonConn to 
changing conditions. That constitutes 
the difference between tariff revision 
and free trade. The whole coontry 
practically favors ravision, but the 
necessity for It Is not acute, and the 
overwhelming majority of voters 
would prefer the continuance of the 
Dlngley schedules to even the dan 
ger of a return to free trade. 

For this reason the tariff revision 
should not be made a feature in 
political campaign. That could avail 
nothing except to create a schism- In 
the ranks of protectionists, ot which 
the free tradera sould taJie advant 
age. The onljr possible national tarlR 
Issue la between free trade and pro- 
tective tariff. Democrats can never 
honestly advocate revision, when they 
mean abolition. Republicans would 
soon see the folly of dividing their 
strength between stajidpatlsm and 
revision, while the Democrats are 
flgi.tiu^ for free trade. 

Tariff revision should be <a:mly 
considered as a matter of expediency 
after the election is over. It would 
have been considered ere this, but 
there were matters of moment 
concerning trust evil., i-ui.- iw' 1 and 
railroad reRuIallon. wliiili nifdej 
immediate attention, and which 
would have been used a« clubs by 
Democratic parliamentarians In con- 
gress to force free trade issues on 
the majority had the tarW qaestloa 
been raised.
